France Makes 
Rapid Strides 
In Restoration 


PARIS, 
Feb. 
13.—Eighty-eight 
per cent of the houses in France 
that were destroyed 
during 
the 
w ar had been rebuilt 
by 
July, 
1924; 90 per cent of the damaged 
canals had been reconstructed; 80 
per cent of the trenches used by 
the troops of both 
arm ies 
had 
been filled in, and 
88 per cent of 
the damaged factories 
had been 
put in operation. 
While to a great extent the re­ 
pair of damage done in the reg­ 
ions 
was executed 
with govern­ 
m ent aid, much was due, never­ 
theless, to the energy aud indus­ 
try of private individuals and own- 
els. 
A gricultural land has been 
reclaimed, populations have been 
returned to their 
original 
dwell­ 
ings and m anufacturing and m in­ 
ing industries have been put into 
operation. 
Since last July recon­ 
struction has gone forward at an 
increasing rate, and with nothing 
to interrupt the present progress 
it m ay be completed before the 
middle of 1925.
